Document AA describes the isolation of esterastin from a cultured broth of 
Streptomyces. The compound is useful in immunosuppressive compositions. 

Document AS describes tetrahydroesterastin and the hydrolized product of 
esterastin and tetrohydroesterastin. The end products are used as estrase and 
cholinesterase inhibitors. 


Document AR describes ebelactone compounds which enhance cell mediated 
immune responses and inhibit inflamation. 

None of the publications describes applicant's inventive compounds having a 2- 
formamido-4-methy( valeranyloxy side chain.
